Idea on Women, 
Says Lady Astor 


Washington, April 28.—Lord and 
Lady Astor came to Washington to- 
day from Baltimore, were guests at a 
luncheon at the capitol, spoke at the 
Natioual Press club and later in the 
day attended a reception given by 
Mrs. Charles E. Hughes at the Pan- 
Americen building for the Pan-Amer- 
ican Conference of Women. Tonight 
they attended a meeting at Continen- 
tal Memorial ual! for the Pan-Ameri- 
can Women’s conference, at which the 
speakers were Sccretary Hughes and 
members of the diplomatic corps. 

From the time of her arrival, Lady 
Astor was the center of. admiring 
group). After the luncheon at the 
capito', where she was the guest of 
Senatcr Swanson, of Virginia, her na- 
tive state, and at which she met the 
entire Virginia delegation in congress 
and the members of the Virginia 
branca of the National League of 
Women Voters, she and Lord Astor 
were guests of the Press club, where 
both spoke on national and interna- 
tional questions. After she had spok- 
en “ratner intimately” to the news- 
paper correspondents, Lady Astor was 
photographed sh:iking hands with 
Representative Robertson, the only 
woman member of congress. 

“My view is,” Lady Astor said in 
her address, “that the men must look 
to the women for moral help in their 
Struggle to accomplish worth while 
things. I believe in one moral law 
ard I believe that it is incumbent 
upon the women to do their share in 
aiding the men in their_ battles. 
Women are misunderstood and it 
should be their function to dispel this 
wrong idea. Men will continue to 
misunderstand until they are made to 
understand.” 

Lord Astor complimented the 
American press on the thoroughness 
and accuracy -with which he said the 
Genoa conference was being interpret- 
ed by American newspaper men at- 
tending the conference. 

“The conference,” he said, “has not 
failed. It has made the world know 
what the problems of Europe really 
are and what they mean. So long 
as the conference was involved in 
discussion or settlement of domestic 
European affairs. it was, of course, 
proper that America should stay out. 
But I regret that America has scen 
fit not to participate in this great 
conference for the benefit it would 
have on world peace.” 

Lady Astor is expected to be the 
guest tomorrow of Sénator Swanson, 
on the floor of the senate to which 
she has the privilege as a member of 
the British parliament. -Later in the 
day she will participate in the open- 
ing of the new headquarters of the 
National League of Women Voters. 
On Sunday she will be tendered a 
reception by General ‘Pershing and 
will probably leave Monday or Tues- 
day for Philadelphia to address a 
meeting at the Academy of Music.

The conference, which 
has divided into a morning and after- 
noon session, was held in the new 
auditorium of the Woman’s club. 

Continuing his talk, Senator Ash- 
urst, paid a high compliment to the 
faizness and abilities of Mr. Hays, 
stating that .he was prompted in his 
action in refusing to permit the show- 
ing of the Arbuckle films by the fact 
he felt that the majority of persons 
in this country were decidedly op- 
posed to the showing of films depict- 
ing as the hero, a man who had vio- 
lated the laws of human decency as 
had Arbuckle. 

High Standard Urged. 

“Artists engaged in the great mov- 
i>, picture industry,” asserted the 
senator, “should by their lives emulate 
the highest standard of truth and 
goodness. My reason for saying this 
is based on the position they hold be 
fore the public. It is a» fact that 
certain star: of the screen are held 
up almov*t as demi-gods by the youth 
of our country, and they should be 
examples in upholding right thoughts 
and ways in their private lives as 
thev sre in their pictures.” 

The afternoon session was opened 
by a brief talk from oGvernor Thomas 
W. Hardwick. entitled “The State and 
the Photoplay,” in which the governor 
stressed the remarkable manner in 
which the photoplay industry had 
grown in the last decade. Its poten- 
tialities for unlimited expansion in 
creating amusement and educational 
advantages depends upon the proper 
standardizing of films, he averred.

Mrs. Hays’ Message. 

Mrs. J. E. Hays, of Montezuma, 
Ga., president of the Georgia Federa- 
tion of Women’s clubs, followed Gov- 
ernor Hardwick, her subject being “A 
Message From the Georgia Federa- 
tion.” Clubwomen of Georgia have 
long been interested in the movement 
for better films, Mrs. Hays stated, 
and as chief executive of the woman’s 
clubs of the state, she pledged the 
co-operation of the thousands of wom- 
en affiliated with the organization in 
encouraging production of better pho- 
toplays with higher standards and up- 
lifting qualities. 

C. C. Pettijohn, of New York, na- 
tional chairman of the motion picture 
Parent-Teacher associations, advocat- 
ed one set of standards in passing 
censorship upon films which would ap- 
ply to all sections of the country. He 
expressed his disapproval of boards of 
censorship in every state, which would 
have the authority of cutting pictures 
which perhaps failed to please that 
particular state board. 

“We must be liberal,” he said, “in 
our objections to certain pictures and 
be sure that we are not taking away 
innocent amusement to persons hav- 
ing different versions of what consti- 
tutes enjoyable films, from our own. 
For example, many of us might object 
to a moving picture of a prize fight. 
There are others who delight in such 
pictures. among them was Theodore 
Roosevelt. He certainly would not 
have enjoyed a prize fight picture 
if it were suggertive of indecency or 
immorality. What appeals to one 
man. sometimes does not appeal to 
another. 

“T am delighted to see the women 
of our country coming to the fore- 
front in demanding a high standard 
of films. The women are the proner 
persons to bring about a_higher 
standardization of the silent drama, 
and T ean see a day when all cen- 
sorship shall fade away when intelli-

THREE MINERS KILLED 
IN BOMB OUTRAGE 


Apolla, Pa., April 28.—Three min- 
ers were killed and one seriously in- 
jured when .« bomb was thrown early 
today inte a bunkhouse at the Patter- 
son mine of the Kiski Coal company, 
near here. 

The men, who had been employed 
on a non-union basis after the coal 
strike was called April 1, were asleep 
in the bunkhouse shortly after dawn 


today when the explosion occurred. 
Stanley Meilke, Andrew Borniak, and 
Frank Ridgaki were instantly killed, 
and Frank Cogaski so badly hurt by 
a steel splinter from the bomb that 
hospital doctors said he might not 


recover. 
All Married. 

Each of the dead men were mar- 
ried and their deaths make fourteen 
children fatherless. 

The Patterson mine is in West- 
moreland county, across the Kiski- 
minetas river from Apollo. Before 
the strike it employed seventy-five 
men, its product being sent to a steel 
company here. 

Seven miners were asleep in the 
bunkhouse which had been erected 
a few days ago, after they had com- 
plained to the management that pick- 
ets were stopping them on the road. 

Asleep at Time. 

They were asleep, when, according 
to the authorities, they were awaken- 
ed by crushing glass, and in the dark- 
ness saw the sputtering end of a fuse. 
Meilke, who was the first out of bed, 
caught up the bomb and it exploded 
in his arms, also killing two of his 
companions, who had jumped to his 
sile. 

The bomb had been made from an 
old army shell stolen from a foundry. 

The survivors were unable to tell 
a connected story.

They have lived through the 
dread of uncertainty; they have 
felt the anxieties incident to war. 

They know, as no man—however 
devoted a father he may be—can 
know, what it is to receive tidings 
irom a battlefield. 

They feel, and they know, the 
blessings of peace; and they were. 
drawn to the home on 58S street, 
Washington, D. C., not merely be 
cause it shelters a former presl- 
dent of the United States, but be 
cause within its walls dwells the 
great humanitarian chieftain whose 
masterly intellect developed and 
formulated a concrete program for 
the banishment of war and for the 
establishment of permanent unl- 
versal peace. 

This demonstration, too,

THE FIELD OF RADIO. 

The extraordinary development 
of wireless transmission of intel- 
ligence during the last few months 
has given rise to varied expres- 
sions both as to the future of the 


able effect upon other utilities that 
are now considered indispensable 
to society. 

Scientists, amateur “prophets” 
and prognosticators all agree that 
the wireless telephone is “here to 
stay,” and that it is destined to 
exert a powerful influence upon 
humanity. 

Some go so far, however, as to 


supplant the wire telegraph and 
telephone, the phonograph, the 
theater and even the newspaper 
industry. But such predictions are 
fanciful; attributable, no doubt, 
more to over-enthusiasm and imagi- 
nation than to sound reasoning and 
sober analysis. 

The natural field of service of 
radio is, and its effect probably will 
be, to increase the usefulness of 
the very utilities and facilities that 
some of its super-ardent friends 
believe it will supersede. 

The radiophone can never take 
the place of the theater or the 
concert, for the same reason that 
the talking machine could not take 
their places. It will, in fact, in- 
crease their popularity and broaden 
their possibilities of service much 
asethe talking machine has done. 
Perhaps thousands of people who 
had never attended a concert or an 
opera have become music-lovers 
by hearing good music through a 
phonograph needle. Thousands 
more, thanks to radio, will hear 
good music by wireless ’phone, will 
learn to like it, and will’want more 
than they can get through the 
vacuum tubes. 

The talking machine will find its 
popularity augmented by the same 
process. 

Radio can supplement wire teleg- 

raphy and telephony in many 
ways, but so long as most people 
intend their telegrams and their 
conversation for strictly private 
transmission of thought they will 
be slow to discard the present 
agencies of communication. 
In a generally similar way, tie 
newspaper finds radio a valuable 
ally and in no sense a competitor. 
It would take a radiophone opera- 
tor twenty-seven hours to read all 
the contents of an average copy of 
The Constitution, talking at the 
speed necessary for distinctness. 
The average reader finds what he 
wants and finishes it in an hour 
or two. 

The development of radio during 
the last few years has been re- 
markable; and, as it gradually 
approaches nearer and nearer to 
perfection, it will find progressive- 
ly warmer welcome from all lines 
of industry as a necessary adjunct, 
and not as a possible successor. 


“NICK CARTER” PASSES.

sketch he said “Nick Carter” be- 
came a real character to him: he 
lived the part. . 

And he made him a loyal friend, 
honorable in all his dealings; the 
hound of crime; the defender of 
the defenseless. 

“Nick Carter” had friends among 
the high and lowly. Thomas Edi-. 
son was recently quoted as saying 
that when he felt that he needed 
rest and relaxation he read “Nick 
Carter.” 

And the same testimony has been 
given of other eminent men. For- 
mer President Wilson is on record 
as a reader of detective stories, 
through which he found rest from 
congress and bothersome politi- 
cians. 

It’s the way o’ the world; and 
so, the passing of the author of 
Nick Carter’s amazing adventures, 
because he “feared to be old and 
a burden to his friends,” is not 
without a touch of genuine regret.

SERMONS TO LIVE BY

HUMILITY. 


Text: “He that humopleth 
shall be exalted,” Luke 14:11. 

“He that humbleth’ himself shall 
be exalted.” Quite true! 

But not when he humbles himself 
in order to be exalted. 

Who can forget the abominable 
Uriah Heep in David Copperfield 
who was always pushing himself :for- 
ward, but held before his malignant 
ambition the shield of false words in 
regard to his “’umble birth,” ‘“’umble 
position,” “’umble abode,” and ‘’um- 
ble calling’? 

There is, over against this nause- 
ating pretense of humility, a bracing, 
tcnie effect in the vaunting compli- 
ment of an egotistical Indian chief 
to an American general, in our early 
history: “I am a man, and so are 
you!” 

We can forgive the old heathen 
chief, but the hypocrisy of humility 
in Uriah Heep almost repels us from 
the Divine virtue which he so trav- 
estied.

The Fulton county grand jury for 
the March term was discharged Fri- 
day by Judge John D. Humphries, 
after completing its investigation work 
which resulted in revommendations 
that the fee system of paying county 
officials be abolished The grand 
jury also recommended the building 


of a new county jail and erection of | 


a training school for delinquent girls. 
Reports of committees of the grand 
jury named to inspect county insti- 
tutions were attached to the grand 
jury’s report. 

The grand jury committee named 
to investigate the work of the juvenile 
court returned a report highly prais- 
ing Judge Garland Watkins for his 
work in that court. The propcsal 
made by Judge Watkins that a train- 
ing school for delinguent girls be es- 
tablished in the county was approved 
by the committee. 

The committee named to inspect the 
jail reported that conditions at the 
jail should be improved. It declared 
the building was inadequately lighted, 
that there was not sufficient bedding 
supplied and that sanitary conditions 
were not good. The committee also 
asked the sheriff. to investigate the 
cost of feeding prisoners to see if the 
price of 50 cents a day could not be 
reduced. It was pointed out that the 
city of Atlanta feeds its prisoners for 
17 1-2 cents a day.

Satterthwait 
denied statements made in a deposi- 
tion by Lynch that Satterthwait was 
drunk while on duty and also denied 
other charges made by Lynch. 

) Withdrawal of Funds. 

The question of withdrawals of 
funds from the company through the 
piacing of collateral securilies was 
brought up at the hearing. . It was 
stated that Lynch had _ withdrawn 
$300,000 from the company after he 
bought his stock but had put up as 
collateral securities valued at $1,U0¥,- 
QUU based on first mortguges on rehil 
estate and stock in amusement enter- 
prises controlled by Lynch. It was 
stated in deposition that McDuffie 
had borrowed $120,000 and-owed the 
firm this amount when lynch came 
into control. Attorneys for Lynch 
said Lynch would pay back what he 
had borrowed from the company if 

oDuffie would do the same. 

+aioward S. McNair, vice™ president 
of the Citizens and Southern bank, 
who represented Lynch in the Tanluc 
deal, submitted an affidavit in which 
he told details of the loans McDuffie 
had obtained from the company. 

Satterthwait introduced an affi- 
davit by Henry B. Kennedy, vice 
president of the Fulton National bank 
in which Kennedy testified that he 
had dealt with Satterthwait on many 
occasions and had never found him 
under the influence of liquor. An 
affidavit from Henry C. Thorburn, a 
traveling salesman, was introduced by 
Satterthwait, who said he had been 
with Satterthwait many times and 
had not seen him under the influence 
of intoxicants. 

Affidavits Submitted. 

Affidavits were submitted by both 
sides in the controversy covering the 
sélection of a treasurer of the com- 
pany. Lynch asserted be had an 
agreement with Satterthwait and Mce- 
Duffie under which he was to name 
the treasurer and that he had sought 
to name a treasurer in place of Miss 
M.-C. Crumley, agreeing to employ 
Miss Crumley in another position at 
the s@me salary she received as treas- 
urer. McDuffie testified that H. BS. 
MeNair, acting as Lynch’s agent, had 
agreed to th: election of Miss Crumley 
as treasurer and exhibited an agree- 
ment to this effect signed by Mc- 
Nair. 

Attorneys for Lynch introduced a 
check for $639,375 paid by Lynch to

V alue-of Railway 
- Consolidation Plan 


Shippers and the seneral public are 
not taking the interest they should 
in the proposed railway consolidation 
plans, in the opinion of S. Davies 
Warfield, president of the Seaboard 
Air Line railway, who stated in At- 
lanta Friday that between $3,000,000 
and $4,000,000 a year could be saved 
through the pooling of freight cars 
alone through such consolidation. Mr. 
Warfield is a prominent visitor to 
grand opera in Atlanta. In addition 
to being president of: the Seaboard 
Air Line railway, he is president, of 
the Continental Trust company, of 
Baltimore, his home city. 

In discussing the railroad situa- 
tion, Mr. Warfield said: 

“Referring to the proposed railroad 
consolidations, shippers and the pub- 
lic generally are not taking this ques- 
tion as seriously as they should. The 
trend should be to increase railroad 


facilities throughout. the south, not 
contract them. 
Legitimate Combinations. 

“There are legitimate consolidations 
which should.take place. But too 
great concentration of railroad mile- 
age means lessening service and con- 
sequent development. This would be 
a serious setback to the south were 
the southern country to be deprived 
of the initiative and incentive that 
go with the pioneer development of 
the millions of acres of undeveloped 
jlands. This should be done with 
special reference to the development 
of the port facilities of the south. 
The Seaboard Air Line railway, before 
the commission, has taken a decided 
stand in respect to this and we hope 
the people of the south will gtand 
back of us in what we are doing in 
this regard. 

“The country should have rates as 
low as are commensurate with ade- 
quate service. This could be accom- 
plished through jvint facility uses 
such as terminals, freight yards, and, 
in fact, wherever more than one rail- 
road can use what another road has 
in the way of facilities without un- 
duly disturbing the business relations 
of that road and, upon being properly 
compensated for it, {t should be done. 

“One of the most far-reaching joint 
facility uses is that to be obtained 
through the pooling of freight cars 
used in interchange traffic. From 
three to four hundred million dollars 
per year could be saved and this would 
mean savings the equivalent of every 
freight rate reduction which has taken 
place since the general freight rate 
increase was made in Angust, 1920. 

Not Sufficient Data. 

“The National Association of Own- 
ers ot Railroad Securities, of which 
Il am president, has taken an ad- 
vanced position on all of these ques- 
tions. It was largely through.the ef- 
forts of this association that it. was 
made plain last Monday at the hear- 
ing in Washington before the inter- 
state commerce commission that the 
commission was not in possession of 
sufficient data upon which to base 
any general plan of consolidation, The 
commission adjourned the hearings for 
a month in order that such data may 
be gathered. 

“You have not required the rail- 
roads to do their duty. There should 
have been greatly reduced excursion 
rates to Atlanta from all points in 
the south. With the proper adver- 
tisement of those rates and what the 
Metropolitan opera means to. the 
south, you could have had overflow- 
ing houses notwithstanding bad times. 
The opera company itself is also en- 
titled to better railroad rates from 
New York than they secured. An 
opera rate should not be confounded 
with a theatrical rate. The Metro- 
politan Opera company is an educa- 
tional institution. You know what 
it has meant to the south in the last 
twelve years of performances here. I 
am informed that the effect has been 
remarkable in the extension of the 
educational benefits derived. 

“The directors of the Atlanta Music 
Festival association should have in- 
sisted before the interstate commerce 
commission that they were entitled to 
special rate tariffs, and the railroads, 
in handling the local situations in the 
south, should have taken this view of 
it. I have a right to make this criti-

Warfield Shows |\ B &A MUST PAY 


TAXES ON $4,000,000 


The controversy over the amount of 
state taxes to be paid by the Atlanta, 


| Birmingham and Atlantic railroad for 


the year 1922 was settled Friday 
when the arbiters appointed to in- 
vestigate the case decided that the 
road should be assessed at a valuation 
of $4,000,000. This valuation was ac- 
cepted by Gen. William A. Wright, 


state comptroller. The arbiter for 
the state in the case was {. 
Oandler, chairman of the state rail- 
road commission, while Reuben R. 
Arnold, Atlanta jawyer, served as 
arbiter for the railroad. 

When the property of the railroad 
was returned for taxation last month 
at a valuation of $2,524,124 Gen. 
Wright declined to accept it as the 
valuation returned in 1921 was $6,- 
098,179. The railroad exercised its 
right to call for an arbitration. 

In fixing the valuation at $4,000.- 

the arbiters declared that $25,- 
000 of this sum represented the fran- 
chise value and that $3,925,000 rep- 
resented the physical value. 

Chairman Candler issued a state- 
ment in which he declared that some 
leniency should be shown this railroad 
as it has been experiencing hardships 
in the last year and is facing abandon- 
ment. It has been operated for more 
than a year under a receivership, Col. 
B. L. Bugg, former president of the 
line, acting as receiver. Chairman 
Candler declared in his statement that 
he did not consent to the award in 
the A. B. & A. case with any idea 
that the action should be used as a 
precedent.

The opera is based upon C. B. 
Fernald’s one-act play, “The Cat and 
the Cherub,” the action of which 
takes place in the Chinese quarter 
of San Francisco. The author’s idea, 
it will be remembered, was to present 
a quick succession of powerful scenes 
illustrating the peculiar atmosphere 
in which the scene of the play was 
laid. | 

The play opens upon the fifth hour 
of the Chinese new year’s day. With 
the coming of the dawn the last re- 
maining revelers make their way home 
from the opium dens, while the de- 
vout part of the populace are direct- 
ing their steps to the temple, the 
House of Prayer.

At break of 
day. as the sun rises, they meet and 
confess the secret of their love. From 
the temple comes the echo of.a hymn.

songs. 

Hoo-Tsin consults the learned doc- 
tor, Win-Shee, as to the future of 
his little son. Win-Shee reads in 
the hook of stars that tragic events 
are shadowing him.

NEW CONFERENCE 
ON WORLD RADI 


Delegates From U. S., 
England, France and 
Germany Soon Will Hold 
Session in London. 


Radio has reuched the stage of in- 
ternat.onal conferences. Representa- 
tives of the United States have been 
meeting with delegates of England, 
France, and Germany in an attempt 

_ to stundardize world-wide traffic in 
wireless communication. The confer- 
ence has temporarily adjourned, but 
the conferees, who represent the Radio 
Corporation of America, the British 
Marconi company. the Telefunken 
Company of Germany, and Radio- 
France of France, will meet in an- 
other session in London. 

The sessions of the last meeting, 
which lasted for five days, and was 
held in Paris, were secret. It is un- 
derstood, however, that the discussion 
turned chiefly about the matter of 
regulating the ‘wave lengths to be 
used by different countries in inter- 
national interference. Other matters 
discuzsed were the advisability of li- 
censing American as well as European 
radio operator, methods of lowering 
the cost of radio apparatus sufficient- 
ly to make it possible to bring it with- 
in the :each of every home. 

Another conference of experts will 
meet in Berlin in June, it is said, to 
present complete findings of a group 
of enzineers whe have been studying 
conditions in South America with a 
mind to the standardization of tech- 
nical apyaratus, the conservation of 
wave chennels, and joint control of 
stations by the four principal coun- 
tries of the wocld. A preliminary re- 
port of the findings of these experts 
was made at the Paris conference, 
and it is expected that the final ver- 
sion will be ready for presentation by 
June. 


Radi>o Head Silent. 

Edwaid J. Nally, president of the 
Radio Corporation of America, de- 
clined to disclose the results of the 
conference, but admitted that Ger- 
many, France, and England’ were 
sendinz experts to the United States 
to study distribucion methods here. 

“One of our most vital problems,” 
Mr. Natly continued, “is the estab- 
lishment of control of wave lengths, 
so as to guar2 against trespassing. 
International agreements covering this 
matter must be made if we are to 
have anything !ike freedom from inter- 
ference in wirelecs communication be- 
tween individuals or countries. 

“Some method must be found to pro- 
tect ethereal sources, the same as or- 
dinary telegrapa sources are protect- 
ed. A: the same time, any legisla- 
tion along this line must not be in- 
compatible with the right of the peo- 
ple to complete freedom of the air. 

“Perhaps the Ilcague of nations will 
extend its activities to wireless con- 
trol. It sounds fantastic, but the 
league wight establish an ‘ether bu- 
reau’ in the future. 

Internaticnal Language. 

“One of our greatest hopes for the 
future is the establishment of an in- 
ternational radio language, or code, 
like Esperanto, which could be under- 
stood by all. This would place the 
activities of the whole world at every- 
body’s car. There is no reason why 
every American school house should 
not have a simple wireless apparatus 
to ensble teacher and pupils to listen 
to what the rest of the world is

THE DETECTOR 

The detector in the circuit of a radio receiver performs the im- 
portant function of converting the energy of the radio-frequent oscilla- 
tions, intercepted by the antenna, into unidirectional -pulsating cur- 
rents which may be rendered audible by the receiving telephones. 

Certain types of minerals, such as galena, carborundum silicon, 
and others, possess the valuable property of rectification. 
of these crystals the radio-frequent currents, inducted in the aerial cir- 
cuit by the advancing electromagnetic waves, are rectified or con- 
verted into pulsating direct currents, so -hat with the aid of the re- 
ceiving telephones, the incoming signals are rendered audible to the 
The radio-frequent currents oscillate with such rapidity as to 
be impossible of detection, without previous rectification, either by 
the diaphragm of the receiving telephones or by the sensitive mechan- 


ear.

In addition to the numerous forms of crystal detectors, the vacuum 
tube detector in its various phases holds a position of extreme im- 
The valuable properties of the vacuum tube and the wond- 
derful ways in which it may be used, both in the detection and ampli- 
fication of radio signals, will be explained in lessons to follow. 

Certain crystal detectors, carborundum, for. example, give better 
results when a small current from a local battery of low voltage flows 
The current from this local battery must flow 
in a certain direction, determined by experiment, through the crystal 
and the amount of current must be carefully adjusted by means of a 
potentiometer in order to obtain satisfactory results. 

Crystals are usually mounted in a small metal cup, which forms 
The other terminal is composed of a pointed 
contact, so adjustable as to be moved over the surface of the crystal 
until a point is found where the signals may be clearly received and 
Some crystals, such as carborundum, 
require a firm pressure of the contact point to obtain signals of maxi- 
mum audibility; others, galena, for example, need only the light con- 
tact of a delicate wire on the sensitive surface. 

The value of a crystal detector rests in its property of sensitive- 
ness to the incoming oscillations and its ability to remain in adjust-

Lawyer Apologizes 


For ‘Lie’ Charge 
At Murder Trial 


Montross, Va., April 28.—Intense 
excitement developed at today’s ses- 
sion of the trial of Miss Sarah E. 
Knox, charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Roger D. Eastlake at Colonial 
Beach, when the lie was passed be- 
tween Harry M. Smith, Jr., chief 
counsel for the defense, and A. R. 
Crowthers, of Ocean City, N. J., one 
of the state’s chief witnesses. After 
the court had ruled on the question 
which caused the contention, the mat- 
ter was smoothed out and Mr. Smith 
apologized for using the term. 

The dispute arose when Crowthers, 
who, the prosecution contends, sharp- 
ened the hatchet with which the mur- 
der was committed, said that during 
a visit to Ocean City January 24, 
Smith assured him there would be no 
dispute over the hatchet. The at- 
torney resented this and denied he 
had ever made such a statement. 

“T have never heard any man call 
me a liar in my life,’’ Crowthers shout- 
ed, his face flushed. 

Tense Situation. 

“Well, you hear’ one 
lawyer retorted. i 

“TIT will attend to that remark,” the 
witness warned, “when we meet out- 
side.”’ 

Watt T. Mayo, commonwealth at- 
torney, sprang to his feet, and Judge 
Joseph W. Chinn rapped sharpty for 
order. 

Mr. Smith then addressed the court, 
declaring that in forty years of prac- 
tice, he had never been accused of 
unethical action. He said his visit to 
Ocean City had had no. connection 
with the Eastlake case nor with the 
hatchet, Mr. Mayo asked that 
Crowthers be allowed to explain his 
testimony. Judge Chinn ordered both 
lawyers to their seats, declaring Mr. 
Smith was within his rights and that, 
if the prosecution wished to discuss 
the defense attorney’s visit to Ocean 
City, he would hear it privately to 
rule on its admissibility as evidence, 

Then Apologizes. 

Crowthers, when he resumed his 
testimony, said Mr. Smith had con- 
ducted himself in a gentlemanly man- 
ner while at his home, and the at- 
torney then apologized for his re- 
marks, , 

The witness identified the hatchet 
found on the premises of the Eastlake 
residence the morning of the death 
as one he said he had sharpened for 
Miss Knox September 7, 1921. He 
related many conversations he said 
he had had with the nurse and 
identified her handwriting in severa] 
letters. He said she had asked him 
several times how one could dispose 
of a person without being detected. 
and how one could deal a “knockout” 
blow “that wouldn’t kill.” He also 
testified that she told him Roger D. 
Eastlake, the victim’s husband, who 
was indicted with her and has been 
acquitted, had given her the hatchet 
at Sewell’s Point, N. J., in 1919. He 
was unable to identify the tool as a 
navy hatchet when questioned by Mr.

“As far as the men are concerned 
the hearing is closed and we desire 
te make no rebuttal to the evidence 
now introduced as suggested by the 
board,” he added. “We could bring 
the small shippers in to testify that 
the railroad men are not deserving 
of a wage decrease and for every or- 
ganization representing the dollars 
we could bring in 100 witnesses to 
testify that the board should not de- 
crease wages.” 

The employees also presented a 
brief in which they protested the 
bringing. in of outside parties not 
interested in the dispute.

AGAIN ADVANGE 


Chicago, April 28. Big buying of 
wheat for Europe estimated at as 
muc> as 3,000,000 bushels, led to a 
new upturn today in wheat prices 


here. The market closed unsettied at 
the same as yesterday’s finish to 
1 1-8 cents higher with May $1.421-S8 
to $1.42 1-4 and July $1.26 1-5 io 
$1.26 1-4. Corn gained 1-2 to 5-Se 
to 3-4 to 7-Sc. Oats were unchanged 
to 1-4 cents up and provisions un- 
changed to 5 cents lower. 

As nearly as could be ascertained 
the European purchasing of wheat in- 
cluded 1,500,000 bushels Canadian 
wheat for Greece, but what propor- 
tion of the other 1,500,000 bushels 
was United States wheat and how 
much was old wheat or how much 
was new crop could only be guessed. 
Germany was said to have taken 500,- 
0OO bushels of new wheat for August- 
Stepember shipment. Unfavorable 
trans-Atlantic crop conditions were 
mentioned as explaining in a measure 
the enlarged European demand. 

Before the news of European buy- 
ing became current, the wheat market 
here had a downward tendency as to 
price, owing largely to a pronounced 
decline of values at Liverpool, where 
all commodities were said to have 
been depresesd as d result of anxiety 
over developments at the Genoa eco- 
nomic conference.

Wall street and western interests 
were good buyers on the advance 
which carried the new crop months 
into new high ground with October 
contracts selling at 17.89. This 
figure seemed to bring out some 
southern selling and realizing which 
was probably promoted by discourag- 
ing reports from the Genoa confer- 
ence, but trading became comparative- 
ly quiet on reaction of 20 or 80 
points from the best. with the mar- 
ket showing a steady undertone to- 
ward the end of the week.

Watch World 
Credit Situation, 
Advises Klein 


New York, April 28.—With Euro- 
pean and South American markets 
for American goods still in the read- 
justment period, American exporters 
are cautioned to watch the world 
credit situation closely. 

This warning was sounded by Dr. 
Julius Klein, chief of the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce, before 
the American Manufacturers Export 
association here Friday. 

“Recent events have done a great 
deal to open the eyes of foreign credit 
grantors to the folly of indiscriminate 


‘ eredit favors and loosely-drawn export 


contracts,” Klein declared. “From 
indications received by the depart- 
ment of commerce it would seem that 
as the results of recent drastic expe- 
riences, credits are being granted with 
greater discernment and where mer- 
ited, with greater liberality by the now 
more experienced American exporters. 

“In these troubled times of read- 
justment the entire structure of in- 
ternational commerce must be built 
upon the sanctity of contracts and 
on the assumption that credit is the 
most vital factor in such commercial 
agreements.

Legations Unite 


To Warn Chinese 


Peking, April 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The foreign legations 
today sent the Chinese government 
a joint warning against possible fight- 
ing in Peking between the troops of 
General Chang Tso-Lin, governor of 
Manchuria, and General Wu Pei-Fu, 
commander of the forces in central 
China. 

The warning said the powers rec- 
ognized the gravity of the military 
movements in the vicinity of Peking. 
It called attention to the severe con- 
sequences that might develop should 
any bombardment, or the dropping 
of bombs from airplanes damage proy+ 
erty or endanger the lives of na- 
tionals of the various governments. 
The Chinese government was re- 
minded of penalties that had been 
imposed upon it in the past. 

The diplomatic body, with the min- 
isters of all the countries present, 
took their action in view of the 
threatened outbreak of hostilities be- 
tween the Chang Tso-Lin and Wu 
Pei-Fu troops near Peking. Chang 
Tso-Li is expected to arrive shortly 
at Tien Tsin to direct the movements 
of his forces. Wu Pei-Fu is reported 
to have reached Pao Ting Fu, eighty 
miles southwest of Peking. 

Both armies are equipped with 
airplanes and artillery. Their fronts 
are thirty miles apart, 

The military commanders at the 
American, British, French and Jap- 
anese legations have adopted meas- 
ures for the protection of the Peking- 
Tien Tsin railroad which the diplo- 
matic officials have approved and 
sent to the Chinese foreign office. 
These measures are identical te those 
adopted during the revolution in Jan- 
uary, 1912. They provide that in the 
event of necessity allied forces will 
patrol the railroad from Shbanhar- 
Kuan. in the northeast corner of the 
province of Pechili, north of Tien 
Tsin, to Peking. 

The note declares that any attempt 
to damage bridges, stations or tele- 
graphic communications “will be re- 
sisted by the combined forces of the 
four powers co-operating in defense 
of the railway.” 

Thus far only skirmishes have .been 
reported. Foreigners in Peking do 
not appear to be apprehensive in view
